CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 


AMERICAN BAPTIST PUBLICATION SOCIETY, 


As amended at the Annual Meoting, May llth, 1856. 


NAME. 


I. The name of this Society shall be Taz AMERICAN Baprist Pusti- 
CATION Society,’’ | 


| OBJECT. 
- Art. II. The object of this Society shall be to promote the interest of evan- 


_ gelical religion by means of the Printing Press, Colportage and the Sunday- 


school. 
MEMBERSHIP. 


Art. III. This Society shall be composed of Annual Members, Life Members 
and Honorary Life Managers. Any person may become a member of this Society 
by paying annually the sum of five dollars; or any regular Baptist Church, or 
Auxiliary Society may appoint a member by the annual contribution of five 
dollars, and an additional member for each additional twenty dollars. Twenty 
dollars paid in sums of not less than five dollars, shall be requisite to constitute 


_a member for life ; and fifty dollars paid at one time, or a sum which, in addition 
' to any previous contribution, shall amount to fifty dollars, shall be requisite to 


“constitute a Manager for life. 
OFFICERS. 


Art. IV. The officers of this Society shall be a Presidént, Vice-Presidents, 
Corresponding Secretary, Recording Secretary, Treasurer, and twenty-one Mana- 
gers, who shall be elected annually by ballot, and who together shall constitute 
a Board of Managers; one-half of whom may be Ministers of the Gospel. 


BOARD OF MANAGERS. 


Art. V. The Board of Managers shall have power to appoint its own meet- 
ings; elect its own Chairman and Secretary; appoint an Editor or Editors; 
Standing and Special Committees; also, its Agents and Colporteurs; fill any 
vacancy which may occur in its own body, or in the office of Corresponding 
Secretary or Treasurer; enact its own By-Laws, provided always, they conform 
to this Constitution; assign the duties of the Corresponding Secretary ; super- 
intend all publications of the Society; establish Depositories; aid in the 
formation of Auxiliary Societies, and define their relations; and in general to 
watch over the interests and transact the business of the Society. Five members 
shall constitute a quorum. The Board shall make an Annual Report to the 
Society. | 

TREASURER. 


Art. VI. The Treasurer shall give bonds to such amount as the Board may 
appoint ; shall be under the direction of the Board; and shall make an Annual 
Report to the Society. | | 

MEETINGS. 


Art. VII. The Society shall meet annually, at such time and place as the 
Board of Managers may appoint. Special meetings of the Society may be called 
by the President or Corresponding Secretary upon application of the Board of 
Managers. & 
| | ELIGIBILITY TO APPOINTMENT, 

Art. VIII. All the Officers, Managers, Agents, and Colporteurs of the Society 
shall be members in good standing in regular Baptist Churches. 


ALTERATIONS OF THE CONSTITUTION. 


Arr. IX. Alterations of this Constitution proposed at a previoug Annual 
Meeting, or recommended by the Board of Managers, may be made at the Annual 
Meeting by a.vote of two-thirds of the members present. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD. 


ARTICLE IBOARD OF MANAGERS. 


I. The Board shall meet as soon as practicable after the Annual Meeting of 
the Society, for the purpose of electing, by ballot, a Chairman, Recording 
Secretary, an Editor or Editors, a Depository and Publishing Agent, a Business 
Committee, and a Committee of Publication. At this meeting the Board shall 


determine the salary of the Corresponding wuinaeeunie: Editor or Editors, and 
Depository and Publishing Agent. 


II. The Board shall meet bi-monthly, on the third Thursday of J une, Atanas 
October, December, February, and April, to review with care the action of the 
Committees, and to give them instructions. 


Ill. The Chairman, or the Business Committee, miay call a special meeting 
whenever he or they shall deem expedient. | 


ARTICLE II.—OFFICERS,. 


I. Chairman.—The Chairman, or in his absence a Chairman pro tem., shall 
preside at all the meetings of the Board, preserve order, and see that the 
By-Laws are faithfully observed; decide all questions of order without debate, 
subject to an appeal to the Board by the request of any two members; give the 


casting vote when the Board are equally divided, and appoint all special com- 
mittees, unless otherwise directed. 


Il. Corresponding Secretary.—The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct all 
correspondence of the Society relating to Agents, Colporteurs, Grants, and its 
general interests, except as hereinafter provided; prepare intelligence for the 

public journals, "employ means to interest pastors and churches, and to assist 
Agents in the prosecution of their work, and call forth general co-operation in 
the work of the Society. He shall make a monthly report of his labors to the 
Business Committee, and prepare the Annual Report of the Board. 


Ill, ditor or Editors.—The Editor or Editors shall receive all suitable works © 
for publication in the Volume, Sunday-School and Tract Department, and present 
them to the Committee of Publication for examination and approval; superintend 
the revision and stereotyping of whatever shall be recommended by the Business 


Committee, be responsible for their mechanical execution, and present a mOnTAY. 
report to the Business Committee. 


IV. reasurer.—The Treasurer shall give security in the sum of five Sincsetiiaad | 
dollars, for the faithful discharge of his dutiés; receive and hold all money and 
obligations, belonging to the Society; pay all oxders which shall have been 
approved by the Business Committee, and signed by their Chairman and Secre- 
tary; open his books to the inspection of any Member of the Board; present at. 
the first stated meeting of the Business Committee in each month, a statement 
of the receipts and payments of the preceding month; acknowledge all receipts, 
donations or legacies made to the Society, and prepare annually an account of all 
receipts and payments, designating the objects for which they were received or 
paid. 

V. Depository and Publishing Agent.—The Depository and Publishing Agent; 
‘shall have charge of the stock and books of the Society; have a fair supply 

always in binding, keep a correct account of the books, tracts, &c., received and 
sold, or distributed gratuitously ; keep the accounts ‘with individuals, agents, 
auxiliary societies, and branches doing business with the Society, pay over to the 
Treasurer all money coming into his hand in favor of the Society; make monthly 
reports of the business to the Business Committee, prepare annually an account 
of the rééeipts and payments, designating the objects for which they were 


received and paid, and conduct all correspondence polating to pie, own Bal 
nent. 
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| BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD. 1864. 


VI. Recording Secretary.—The Recording Secretary shall keep the minutes of 
all the proceedings of the Board in a book for that purpose, and attest the same 
by his signature; notify the Chairman of any Standing or Special Committee of 
his appointment; furnish him with a list of the names of those who compose the 
Committee and a copy of all resolutions and business referred to them, and lay 
before the Presiding Officer at'each meeting of the Board, a list of all Committees, 
together with the unfinished business of the minutes. : , 


ARTICLE III._BUSINESS COMMITTEE. 


1. This Committee shall consist of not less than seven, nor*more than nine 
members—four shall be a quorum for business. The Corresponding Secretary, 


Treasurer, and Depository and Publishing Agent, though not members of this 


Committee, shall attend its meetings and communicate any information in their 
possession pertaining to their respective departments, and aid the Committee in 
its deliberations. The Committee shall cause a full record of all their proceedings 
to be kept at all times, in the rooms of the Society, and open to the inspection 


of any member of the Board. Any vacancy in this Committee shall be filled by 
the Board. 


2. %It shall be the duty of the Business Committee, to carry into effect all the 


orders of the Board, to appoint, subject to the approval of the Board, Agents, 


Colporteurs and Helps in the Depository; designate their duties and fields of 
labor, to direct the Corresponding Secretary, Treasurer, Editor or Editors, and 
Depository and Publishing Agent in the discharge of their duties, to make all. 
appropriations to be paid out of the Treasury, to publish all works approved by 
the Board, to make all needful purchases and contracts, to take charge of the 


Society’s property, to devise and execute plans” for increasing the funds of the 


Society and meeting its pecuniary obligations, to determine the manner in which 


' the accounts of the Society shall be kept, to cause those accounts to be thoroughly 


examined and audited by at least two competent persons, once every month, and 
to present to the Board at its last regular meeting before the anniversary, an 


audited Treasurer’s account, together with a full statement of the finahcial con- 
dition of the Society. | 


-8.. All powers not expressly conferred ‘upon the Business Committee in these 
By-Laws are hereby retained to the Board. : 


4. It shall be the duty of the Business Committee to present to the Board at 
each regular meeting a full statement of their doings, giving the Board reliable 


information upon the condition and prospects of every department of the Society’s 


Operations, also their plans for the future ; and in general to submit to the Board, 
all such facts and statements in their possession, as will enable the Board to 
judge correctly of their past action and to give them future instructions. 


ARTICLE IV.~COM MITTEE OF PUBLICATION, 


The Committee of Publication shall consist of not less than seven, or more 
than nine members, who shall examine all works presented for publication, and 
if approved, classify them according to their character; determine the size of the 
page and type on which they shall be printed, and, when informed by the Busi- 
ness Committee of their ability to publish, recommend them to the Board for 
publication. The Corresponding Secretary, Editor, Depository and Publishing 
Agent, though not members, shall meet with the Committee and communicate 
any information that will aid its deliberation. Three of the Committee shall be 


quorum. 


The following shall be the Order of Business

~The time was when men of liberal aheoahag: and generous pr 
were looked upon, by many in our own ‘denomination with suspicion. — 
‘But that age has gone by, and we are not of those who say that in 

this respect, ‘‘the former days are better than these.” Next to good 
sense and godliness, it is of the first and highest moment to our min- 
istry that it be well read, and fully established in the doctrines 
of the Scripture,.and be able and “ready to give not only an 
answer to every one that asketh a reason for the hope that is in 
them,” but what is more important still, “by sound words which 
cannot be gainsaid, to put to silence the ignorance of foolish men :” 
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and to occupy, with every possible facility: to success, at their com- 
mand, the high position both of ‘‘a teacher of babes,” and of him who 
is “set for the defence of the gospel.” The head must be constantly 
eplenished by thought, as well as the heart by grace or one’s ministry . 
will become enervated, and no one can know but those who have 
experienced it, the embarrassments which a pastor feels, in this age 
of earnest and searching thought, who is compelled, for want of early 
culture and the means which proper books would give him of repairing, 
in a measure, these defects of his education, to stand before men who 
have enjoyed advantages greatly superior to his own. What a relief 
to such a man, and what a help to his ministry, would be the donation 
of.a few such books, once in three or five years, as this Society is 
publishing. 

If it be true, as the repel adiiens, and we have no reason to doubt 
'. it, “ That there are still hundreds of ministers whose only library is a 
Bible and a hymn book.” In what possible way could benevolent 
_ Christian men put a few hundred or thousand dollars to a better use, 
than by making its income a perpetual giver, to such ministers of the 
invaluable theological works of this Society. 

Your Committee therefore recommend, that the treasury be opened, 
and the call thereby and henceforward made for this object, until that 


eall is answered in the donation of at least $10,000 to be permanently 
invested for this object.

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The commission of Jesus is as wide as the race; its field is not our 


country simply, but all lands. If, indeed, we stopped our efforts for 


other nations until all our own children were converted, we believe 
religious progress among us would be impossible ; and the prevalence 
of this spirit among Christians would postpone forever the conversion 
of our.race. 

The Swedish mission, however distant, is the child of this Sockets: : 
a child of which we are proud—around which the sympathies of 
Christians everywhere are gathering; whose life we should guard ; 
whose wants we should supply, and for whose continued growth we 


Should offer fervent prayers and generous contributions. 


Swedish Baptists stand on our platform at the communion table, 
thus excluding themselves largely from the sympathy of British 


_ Baptists—in fact, they are with us in everything—they are a part of 


ourselves, and hence their contribution for Foreign Missions goes to 
Burmah through Boston. 


There is not in any mission field on . earth a class of men better 
qualified for their work than our agents in Sweden, from the apostolic 
Wiberg down to the most obscure colporteur; the seal of God rests 
upon their work; a success, considering the time and appliances, 
almost unesabehed in the histor? of missions has followed them, and 
assures us that it is the will of the Church’s Head that we should 
prosecute the work with all the respurces we can employ. oe 


Sweden is emphatically a barren country, suffering for lack of the 


_ bread of life. In view of all the facts of the case, we call earnestly on 


the churches to enable the Society to double its grants to colporteurs 
in Sweden, and forthwith to furnish Brother Wiberg with means to 
build the meeting-house in Stockholm.

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Your Board beg leave to submit to the Society their 
Fortieth Annual Report. We will not burden you with 
any elaborate discussion of principles or plans, but content 
ourselves with giving, in few words, an account of what 
God has graciously enabled the Society to accomplish 
during the year. 

When we remember that our country is still struggling 
with the mightiest rebellion ever known in the history of 
nations; that the resources of the people have been largely 
taxed, we would have profound reason for thanksgiving to 
Almighty God if the receipts of the Society had not fallen 

far below those of previous years. But, the year has been 
- @ pre-eminently prosperous one. The receipts have been 
fully one-fifth greater than they have ever been before. 

And we hope that the good accomplished has been corres- , 
large, 

RECEIP TS. 


It may not be amiss to repeat the statement, that the 
work of the Society .i is divided into two Departments— 
Business and Benevolent; and that the receipts, into these 


are kept as distinct and separate as if “ were under the 
of two Boards, 
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The receipts in the Businiess Department are $77,373.00, 
which exceeds the like receipts of last year by $29,034.00, | 
and the receipts of the preceding year by $35,093.22. 

This gives a hopeful view of the year’s business. While 
the profits have not been large, they have been sufficient - 
to defray all the expenses, including the salary_ of the 
. Secretary and of all the clerks in the rooms. | 
The receipts in the Benevolent Department, which - 
embraces all the moneys contributed by churches and | 
individuals, amount to $31,100.77. Of this sum, how- 
ever, $10,000 are from a special donation. So’that 
receipts in this department, from the ordinary sources, are 
$21,100.77, which are $4,954.46 more than were received 
in this department during the last year, and $7, 132.14 
more than the receipts of the year. 

Soon after the last anniversary, a circular. was sent out — 
appealing for one dollar donations, and a very generous 
response was made. ‘True, there was not enough received 
to enable us to appoint fifty colporteurs, as was proposed ; 


but a number have been commissioned, and others will 
be soon. 


The total receipts in both departments amount -to 
$108,473.77, which are $43,988.46 more than the total 
receipts of last year, We have great reason, therefore, to 
thank God and take courage. 

The Board find a satisfaction in noticing the gradual 
advancement of the Society. Its progress has never been 
- rapid, but always steady and sure. It has met with no 
reverses; but each year it gains a little deeper place in the 
appreciation of the denomination. And it will, continue

Board of Managers, with the condition, however, that no school shall 
receive the benefit of this fund to a greater amount of value than that 
of the one hundred:volume library, issued by this Society, and which 
until recently was sold for ten, dollars. | 
Long experience has confirmed an: opinion of the donor that gifts | 
and benefactions are most valuable, and generally more effective when 
not obtained without some cost and effort. He would therefore strong- 
ly recothmend to this, and to all future Boards, to require as a gen- 
eral rule, that applicants for aid from this fund shall, asa condition, be 
required to purchase from the Roper books equal in value.to the 
amount donated. _ JOHN P. _CROZER.

A Survey or tHE Lorp’s Work IN SWEDEN IN CONNECTION WITH | 


THE Baprist Misstoy, DURING THE YEAR ENDING, MaRcu Isr, 1864. 


The most interesting part of the field during the past year has been 
in the NoRTHERN PORTION OF THE KinapoM, (Norrland Association.) 
In the region round about Sundsvall, the churches have been refreshed ; 
to the praise of the Lord we can say, the movement is decidedly on- 
ward. It has not come all of a sudden, but must rather be regarded 
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as a blessing upon the ordinary means of grace. During the summer 
months when there is least opportunity for missionary labor, on account 
of the busy time of harvest, # Session of the Colporteur School was 
held in Sundsvall, by Rev. G. Palmquist. The number of pupils was 
seventeen, divided into two classes. Refreshed in their own souls 
they went out in all directions, and the Lord has blessed their labors. 
to the churches and the unconverted. | : 

In the parish of Bergsjo quite a revival has followed. From fifty to 
_ sixty conversions are reported; but the brethren engaged in the work 
have been forbidden by the State church council to preach any more in 
the parish and probably will be obliged to leave the place. 

The region of Umea has been visited by a sudden awakening. On 
the arrival of Bro Per Lind in November last, there were found not a 
few professing Christian Lutherans in Umea; but a general dullness — 
prevailed. Being a Baptist, he was ordered out of their houses from 
village to village, but still. he persisted in his efforts and at last was 
permitted to address about ten persons in a dark ungodly village. The 
Spirit of the Lord was pleased to descend. ‘Within a few days a pow- 
erful work of grace was in progress, which has continued up to the 
last date of information. The people flock together in hundreds from 
_ great distances to hear the gospel, and hopeful converts are counted in 
tens not to say scores in nearly all the villages some thirty miles up 
the Umea River. But here also persecution has followed, and Bro.

In the 
city of Stockholm, the present meeting room of the Baptist Church is 
uncomfortably crowded even at the 9 o’clock service, Sabbath morning, 
although their beloved pastor Rev. A. Wiberg is absent in America to 
collect means for the erection of a place of worship. Sixty-eight new 
members were added to the church during the past year. 


TuE Sout or SwEDEN, (Gotland, Smaland and Skane Associations, ) 
is sadly destitute of laborers. From many places the cry is heard, 
“Come over and help us.” Ifa competent brother could be found, to

of more laborers for his plenteous harvest.

PrrsEcution.—During the last few niduths a spirit of bitter perse- 
cution has been manifested in several parts of the country. The two 
paragraphs of the “ Conventicle Law” enforced, are 1st: The one em- 
powering the church councils to forbid any one they think dangerous 
to the State Church system, from holding religious meetings in their 
respective parishes. On this ground the persecution against Bro. Lind 
in the region of Umea, has been carried on. For offenses against the 
same law Bro. King in the region of Hudiksvall, has been fined 50 Rix 
dollars. 2d. The prohibition to hold religious meetings during the 
time of the State Church services. For holding such a meetinga - 
Sabbath morning in August last in Wimmerby; Bro. Holmgren has 


been fined 100 Rix dollars. In all these cases the friends who have 


opened their houses for the holding of meetings are fined too. - 

A brother, a commissioned officer in the army, has been dismissed 
from the service recently, only because he would not quit holding 
religious meetings. His captain, who appreciated him as a good 


- goldier, tried to gain him by saying that he would lose his salary ; but 


the gallant soldier of the cross answered, that “He would much less 
lose the great reward received in heaven,” and he cheerfully left all and 
followed Christ. | |

seven Associations, one hundred and seventy Churches, with 6,191 
members.
